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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the honeycomb structure of 
the prior art cannot be equated to the inverted hexagonal structure of the instant invention. The basis for this argument is the asserted 
behavior of dioleoylphosphatidylethanolamine in aqueous solution and the fact that the instant invention is made from an organic solution. 
The instant claims are not drawn to a method of making a film. Nevertheless, both Shimomura et al. and Nishikawa et al. teach the same 
method of production argued by applicants where moist air is passed over a film made from a polymer solution in organic solvent that also 
includes an amphiphilic compound. A honeycomb (inverted hexagonal) film results, as is the case in the instant application. The primary 
distinction between these teachings and those of the instant claims is the choice of amphiphilic compound. Johnsson et al. teach that the 
amphiphilic compound dioleoylphosphatidylethanolamine was known to form a honeycomb pattern in solution, thus it would have been 
obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to select this compound for the amphiphilic compound used to generate a honeycomb (inverted 
hexagonal) film. Applicants' arguments do not provide any evidence hat this compound would not be able to support the formation of a 
honeycomb film from an organic solution or any teaching that would lead one of ordinary skill away from selecting this compound. Therefore 
applicants' arguments are not persuasive and the rejections of record are maintained. 
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
